Fourteen hours after the Pennsylvania Reail- 
poad’s “Spirit of St. Louis” ploughed into the 
rear of a stalled train carrying 7090 soldiers. 
Siant cranes and workers with steel-cutting 
torches still probed the wreckage. 

Most of the dead were members of the Penn- 
Syivania National Guard, who Were en route to 
Camp Atterbury, Ind., for active duty. 

Although about 50 soldiers received hospital 
treatment, only 27 remained hospitalized Monday 
night. Some were being moved to the Zanesville 
Sirport for transier by plane to Wright-Patterson 
Air Force Base Hospital near Dayton. 

Contrary to earlier reports, the Army said 
only three were in critical condition 

The dead will be removed to the Wilkes- 
Barre, Pa.. Armory probably Tuesday. Most of 
the victims were guardsmen from the Wilkes- 
Barre and Carbondale, Pa. vicinities. 

They will go back together, a guard of honor 
eccompanying each soldier who lost his life while 
headed for battle training 

“We saw the Spirit of St. Louls about a mile 
away.” said Lt. Col, Frank Townend, of Dallas, 
‘Pa., commander of the troop train. “We thought 
it would surely see the flares and lantern and 
stop. 

“Although it did no good. we shouted and 
waved our arms until we could see there was 
going to be a crash.” 

Col. Townend and a group of crewmen 
jumped down an embankment as the Spirit's 
diese] locomotive hit the rear coach of the 20- 
car troop train.

It is a harsh thing to,say, but too many 
of our troops in Korea were trained that 
way. They reached the battlefield with no 
idea of what to expect or how to protect 
themselves. They had not been trained 
for soldiering; they had been coddled by 
a Defense Department anxious to make a

It isn't done by the weak and the timid.

These kids of mine have 
all the guts in the world and I can count 
on them to fight. But when they started 
out they couldn't shoot. They didn’t know 
their weapons. They had not had enough 
training in plain, old-fashioned musketrv.

This and the other suggestions point 
toward speeding the polling process and 
insuring a quick, accurate and honest 
count.

Had they.rather their sons be 
coddled in training with the likelihood 
they ultimately will be sacrificed to their 
own ignorance, or would they prefer the 
armed services give them the tough, gruel- 
ing training that will best prepare them 
for survival? 

To the timid perhaps it is a cruel choice. 
But there is no doubt as to what the over- 
whelming answer will be.

And a Problem 


We have been surprised and gratified 
at the steady stream of farm machinery 
inventions perfected by Georgians in re- 
cent months. The most recent is the an- 
nouncement of a Fitzgerald man, W. B. 
Newbern, that he has completed the sec- 
ond working model of a peanut stacker 
and plans to have the machine in full pro- 
duction in time for-next *year’s crop. 

Mr. Newbern says his machine, which 
will require two men to operate, will do 
the work of eight to 10 men. 

Harvesting peanuts used to be done al- 
most entirely by hand. More and more 
now is being done by machinery. It is 
typical of the degree to‘which farm labor 
is being displaced. 

Mechanization is necessary to efficient, 
cap mage farm production. It is a great 

n to the earning power of the farmer. 

But the displaced agricultural worker 
already is becoming an economic prob- 
lem in the South—and the nation. The 
farm population is decreasing. The popu- 
lation of cities is increasing. Many of the 
new arrivals in the cities are unskilled 
farm workers who even in boom times 
find difficulty getting employment. In 
event of a slackening off in business activ- 
ity they would be added to already bur- 
densome relief rolls. 

Certainly the blessings of mechaniza- 
tion are many. But let us not be blind 
to the new problems being created. Plan- 
ning to meet these problems before they 
become acute will save us much grief.

On What Day 
Should We Vote? 


. ‘ 
What’s a good day for an election? For years 
Georgians voted in the primary for their State 
officials on the second Wednesday in September. 
This year, the Legislature dropped its law setting a time for the 
primary, and the State Democratic Party held an early primary— 
June 28. This date, likewise, was on Wednesday. Is Wednesday 
the best day in the week for an election—or would more voters turn 
out on another day? 

This was a question which stirred some discussion by Georgia’s 
civic leaders when CEKLOR’s Board of Governors spent the week- 
end in the mountains and came out with drastic proposals to cure 
Georgia's election ills. CEKLOR flatly urged the Legislature to fix 
by law the time, in September, for holding the State primary. 
This undoubtedly will be done in January, because Talmadge 
administration leaders who sponsored the experiment with an “early 
primary” have decided it was a mistake. 

But CEKLOR did not come up with an answer to the best 
day in the week to get out the vote. Payne McMurry, Decatur 
Civitan, suggested that Saturday would be the best day. Now 
that business is run generally ona five-day week, most Georgia busi- 
ness and laboring people have a holiday on Saturday and can 
cast their ballots, he said. Farmers usually come to town on Sat- 
urdays and they can drop by their precincts and vote en route, 
he observed. Since Saturday is a holiday for thousands and thou- 
sands of Georgians, there would be no shortage of capable men 
and women to serve’as election managers and workers, McMurry 
added. He built up a good argument for Saturday. Others thought 
merchants would object. , 


Declare Holiday ? One noted that some countries hold 
elections on Sundays, but CEKLOR 


leaders promptly vetoed this idea, disapproving mixing politics 
with the Sabbath. One CEKLOR leader proposed a holiday for 
the State primary, so that: all citizens could turn out and vote. 
However, Everett Livingston, Marietta Lion, recalled that one of 
the lightest votes ever cast in Georgia came when the election was 
held on July 4. The people leave town on a holiday, instead of 
going to the polls. 

Calvin Moser, Marietta Optimist; W. B. Caldwell, Greensboro 
Lion; Chairman C. F. Palmer, Atlanta Rotarian, and others decided 
CEKLOR should make no recommendations ¢toncerning the day for 
a primary—but should insist that a date for the primary be fixed 
by law so it would be held at the same time each year. 

What day of the week do you think would bring out the big- 
gest vote? 

When citizens waited as long as two hours in line to cast their 
ballots at a Buckhead precinct, it was explained that there were 
sO many registered voters in this precinct that the wait was 
unavoidable. When ballot boxes were opened before the polls 
closed in a DeKalb County precinct, election managers explained 


that so many ballots had been cast they were overflowing the . 


boxes provided—and they had to be taken from the boxes in order 
to make room for more,votes. It also was pointed out that the 
laws were confusing as to whether the boxes could be opened 
before the polls closed. 


CEKLOR offers some common sense an- 
Cost of Honesty swers to these problems. Absolutely 
prohibit the opening of ballot boxes before polls close. Provide 
more precincts. Provide more ballot boxes. And, in those pre- 
cincts which have a large number of registered voters—require 
the use of voting machines. This latter recommendation to the 
Legislature would cost the counties some money. But all three 
of these recommendations would be preferable to a continuation 
of confusion, delay and wide-open invitation to dishonesty. 
Another CEKLOR suggestion would do much to improve Geor- 
gians’ attitude toward participation in their government. Instead 
of scratching out all the names of candidates or issues except 
the ones for which you are voting, let the ballot be changed so 
you will check the name of the candidate and issue for which you 
are Voting. Then you would be voting “for” someone or some- 
thing—and not voting “against” all the time. It may sound like 
the same thing, but there's a lot of difference in the psychology.

Express Highway 


The Editors: I want to thank you for the 
frank, but well-tempered editorial concerning 
Commissioner Doyal and the Northwest leg of 
the proposed Atlanta Express Highway. 

I regard public office as a public trust and 
not something intended to advance one’s personal 
interests at the expense of the public: Un- 
doubtedly, Commissioner Doyal would prefer to 
have the express highway pass further from his 


home. So would hundreds of others who own 
desirable property on other proposed routes. In 
the last analysis, should not the highway be 
routed where qualified engineers with practical 
unanimity have decided that it can be put most 
advantageously and with damage to the fewest 
people? 

This proposal has been under discussion for 
more than three years. As I understand, the 
first route proposed was Northside Drive, but 
this was abandoned because of the numerous 
steep grades which cannot obstruct an express- 
way. At Collier Road, Wesley Road and Arden 
Road grades would have to be cut down and 
underpasses with cloverlear turns constructed at 
enormous expense, Also, more good homes would 
be damaged by this route than by any other pro- 
posed, and I am told the route across Peachtree 
Battle Avenue is the shortest of the three that 
has been proposed. 

Traveling as I do through cities like Houston 
with its network of six-lane express highways, 
and then trying to get through Atlanta's streets, 
when I return, one notes the contrast instantly. 
The attitude of Commissioners Doyal and Towns 
is of a kind with the obstruction that has held 
Atlanta down until even Memphis, with a tele- 
phone directory only two-thirds as large, passes 
this city in the national census. My own judg- 
ment is that the overwhelming interests of the 
people of Atlanta and all Fulton County, who 
voted the bonds and will have to pay them off, 
should be considered rather than those of one 
commissioner and a few neighbors. Keep the 
facts before the public and I hope the public will 
press for construction of the highway along the 
route the engineers have decided and if anyone's 
property is actually damaged, let that person be 
compensated fairly.

to a Great Battalion 


TOK YO—One of the odder rules of war seems to be that all the good people are at the front and 


all the odious people are at higher headquarters. 


Besides the gratitude of the civilian to the fighting 


man, the observer also feels curiously grateful to the men in the lines for their unvarying hospitality. 
On leaving Korea for a few days, this reporter therefore proposed to write a sort of bread-and-butter 
letter to the members of the First Battalion of the Twenty-seventh Infantry Regiment, his hosts for 
some time when they were brilliantly winding up a very tough job. 


What makes a good battalion, is the letter's 
theme. Wherein lies the secret of such a fight- 
ing team? “In the men themselves,” is the 
obvious first part of the answer. 


In the First Battalion there is, for example, 
Capt. Logan E. Weston, now wounded, but lately 
commander of Able Company. When Able Com- 
pany was attacked by a heavy force of night- 
infiltrating enemy infantry, Weston rallied his 
men. He rushed two enemy machineguns sin- 
gie-handed and destroyed them with grenades. 
Although sorely hit, he continued to command 
the first until ammunition ran short. Under 
heavy fire, he sought the ammunition bearer. 
Wounded again, he plunged back into the strug- 
gie. And only when the enemy fled at last did 
he collapse from loss of blood. 

Or there is Cpl. Arthur Prater, who got the 
Silver Star in the battalion's first action for 
carrying rations and water to a company that 
was cut off. Prater had bad feet, but prefers 
staying with the outfit to accepting a medical 
discharge. Or there is Acting Supply Sgt. Clu- 
rion Grigsby, who drove into the middle of an 
enemy armored column when he was bringing 
equipment from the rear. Grigsby seized a ba- 
rooka, leaped from his weapons carrier and got 
s North Korean tank at 10 yards range. 


Or there are many scores of others, in thie 
amali outfit of a few hundred, who are not 
se very different from those whe have been 
named. At first, these men of the First 
Battalion impress you as individuals, some 
clever, some less clever, some mature, some 
ineredibly young, but almest all lean, hard. 
goed tempered and businesslike about their 
task of fighting. Then, as yeu listen te the 
talk ameng them, you are struck by the way 
that shared experience knits them together. 


Of experience, the First Battalion has had a 
generous helping in only six short weeks. On 
that first day on the Waegan front, when 
Prater got his decoration, the battalion was at- 
tacked by no lesa than 2,000 enemy infantry, 
moving forward in columns behind six tanks. 
Baker Company's position was utterly overrun. 

But the battalion stood firm and shot it out 
until the North Koreans ran; then rapidly re- 
grouped to meet a night attack on its flank and 
covered the rice paddies with Korean dead. 
That, they tell you. was how the outfit was 
made. 

Or there was the long reconnaissance in 
farce. when the whole battalion drove into enemy 
territory for 27 miles beyond Chindong, was cut

That time, two tank drivers were killed. Volun- 
teer replacements were called for. Two men 
who had once driven bulldozers stepped forward. 
And the tanks rumbled back. into our lines with 
a cook and a medic at their wheels. 


Or there were a score of other skirmishes and 
actions each variously memorable, all matters of 
pride. Hearing these discussed, watching still 
another fight that would also be recalled, one 
gradually realized that there was yet one more 
ingredient in this puzzling entity, the First Bat- 
talion. And this ingredient, of course, was good 
leadership. 


From the wiry, unpretentious little battalion 
commander, Lt. Col. G. J, Check, down te 
Baker Company's massive, fatherly First Sgt. 
George §. Hearn, the First Battalion's leaders 
seduously avoid any appearance of panache, pre- 
ferring a good salty joke to @eny military heroics. 
But by the hard, poorly rewarded, unremitting 
work of these men, the battalion's companies or- 
ganize each new position as though by instinct; 
the rifle platoons flinch from no shadows but 
are always ready, day and night; the tank crews 
and the mortars coolly aim their fire, whether 
the battle goes well or ill;) the bazooka teams 
lonely in their forward foxholes, keep vigil until 
the time comes for their task. By leadership and 
training, with courage and experience, the bat- 
talion does its job. 

Such then is the First Battalion, no assem- 
blage of saints and when on occupation duty 
rather notoriously the opposite, but a fighting 
team that will go forward without counting 
costs; will hold an exposed position agdinst heavy 
odds; will uncomplainingly endure great hard- 
ships; will see its own men fall and quietly close 
the ranks. Many have fallen. When this re- 
porter watched the blanket-covered litters being 
brought down the mountainside, he found him- 
self recalling Simonides’ great epitaph on the 
Spartans at Thermopylae. It was inscribed on 
the monument erected in the pass by the Lace- 
daemonian state. The dead speak: 


“Go stranger and in Lacedaemon tell 
That here, obedient to the laws, we fell.” 


But these men were not Spartans, drilled, 
beautiful and unthinking. They were Americans, 
fighting not for iron laws, but for a good life 
and a good society. And if perchance the good 


life and the good society survive in this now- — 


darkening world, it will be to such men as these, 
simple perhaps, inarticulate perhaps, but bold, 
tough, ingenious and free, that the great debt 
will be owed.

“The old firm rapidly became the leading 
establishment of the Southwest and a center of 
great activity,” Harold Steinfeld writes. “It was 
a bank before there were banks. They issued 
their own money, which was accepted as legal 
tender throughout the territory. There was lit- 
tle or no money in circulation and trading was 
done with nuggets, hides, hay, beans or what- 
ever else the land produced. It was not simply 
a place where merchandise was bought and sold. 
It was an establishment where prospective young 
industries were fostered, financed and developed. 

“Many of the old settlers were given long 
extended credit and, of course, some failed. This 
often put the company into various types of 
businesses. Almost all of the famous mines of 
Southern Arizona were at one time owned and 


“Tucson, being the largest city in Arizona 
Territory, naturally had the largest and most 
notorious gambling halls,” he answered. “Ezra 
Bartlett operated the most fashionable and lav- 
ish gambling house, called The Legal Tender. He 
was considered a substantial citizen. When his 
luck was bad, he borrowed from leading citi- 
zens. He always paid his debts. 


“A young confidence man started from 
New York with his wife, a good-looking girl, 
and rooked the leading banker or other lead- 
ing citizen of almost every town Where he 
stopped. The victim never squealed because 
he was ashamed te. It was different with 
my dad. 


“Through Bartlett's introduction, my father 
loaned this man about $20,000. He put up a 
dazzling collection of jewels as security. He 
disappeared and Bartlett would not accept any 
liability. The man was found and convicted and 
stated my father was the only prominent man 
who had had the courage to take the publicity. 
The jewels were appraised and found to be 
worthless. My father organized the substantial 
citizens and declared war on the gamblers. He 
induced his old friend, - Gen. L. H. Manning, who 
had been surveyor-general of the territory, to 
run for Mayor on a platform to kill gambling. 
Manning was elected and ordinances were en- 
acted spelling the death of gambling institu- 
tions. My father thought Bartlett had broken

Fred and Mary will read 
books and perhaps take a course 
on child care. They'll busy 
themselves with making the 
youngster's layette, with build- 
ing a baby bed, and maybe 
they'll even redecorate a room 
for him. 

And the youngster? He’! 
be happily playing away his 
first months in the home of a 
well-trained foster parent, hired 
by the Child Welfare Society to 
give the child the best during 
the preadoption period. And 
though the baby doesn't know it, 
he will be the subject of many 
a test, both physical and psy- 
chological. 

Using Gessell's standards for 
infant testing, well-xnown doc- 
tors will play with the baby to 
determine whether his develop- 
ment is average, below aver- 
age, or above average. Other 
doctors will examine the baby 
thoroughly for physical defects, 
for allergies and for venereal 
disease. And the baby will also 
have his share of immunization 
shots. 

But perhaps the busiest of al! 
during this waiting period are 
the agency case workers. With 
ther lies the responsibility of 
Placing the child ‘in a loving. 
happy and well established 
Rome. 

Their work begins when Fred 
and Mary file their application. 

It is then, in their first inter- 
view with the adoptive parents. 
that they must be on the alert 
for such danger signals as over- 
fussiness and to minute color- 
ing, intellectual endowment and 
‘cultural background; self cen- 
teretiness, and evidence that the 
Wrrents are looking for a fan- 
tasy child or an image of them- 
selves. 

After this they must make 
frequent visits to the Joneses 
home and conduct numerous in- 
terviews with friends, neighbors 
and business associates of the 
Joneses.
